The fire which occurred in Alexandria 


thin morning destroyed all the city build- 
ings, including many tima-honored edifi- 
ocg associated with old colonial tune*, end 
was, one of th« most destructive conflagra- 
tions that baa etrer visited tint ancient 
town. The fire burned four boon, and 
left an acre and a half of the most valu- 
able property in tte city a waste, upon 
which eome fin-blackened and cocked 
valla alone remain.

Some of the 
buildings burned came down from colonial 
times, and othtn were of more aodena 
date. The lot on -which tiey atood wa* 
set apart for a market place in 1748, and 
tbe old court house just burned waa erect- 
ed in that year. It wse here that Colonel 
Qeorge Washington'*, troops were quarter- 
ed after the capture of Fort Necessity, in 
1704, and from here Bntddock's regiment* 
matched to their defeat in 1755. It waa 
in this place that occurred the noted scene 
between Washington and Colonel Payne.

"We have known book-keepers of chem- 


ical warehouses, and tellers in banks, and 
treasurers of lav courts. Yet is chemistry 
not a science, and banking a science, and 
law a profession ?

Bat personality, after all, ia a very un- 


satisfactory thing. Take, if you will, the 
personality of Horace Oreeley in the Tn- 
bunt. If any paper is thought to be close- 
ly connected with the character and repu- 
tation and ability of its editor-in-chief, 
the Trtb'ma is with Mr. Greeley. We 
recognize that he is potent m its columns, 
that without him it is weak. 
Hark the 


difference in its editorial columns the day 
after the old man leave;, although he did 
not fail to write one leader ioi hie ab- 
sence. Tbe readers of the papur will buy 
the paper as usual because they are radi- 
cals and the paper is the Tribune. But if 
it were to be said to-morrow that Horace 
Greeley were dead, what a commotion 
there would bs in the Tribune office' The 
stockholder* would begin to 
inquire 


whether Mr. Smaliey were capable of 
supplying bis own place and Mr. Gree- 
ley'e also. They would have some doubts 
o! it. Bipiey might still write, und Haz- 
zard, antl Winter and Hay; but the Van- 
derbilt of the Tribune association would 
still be wanted. 


It wag so with the Timet. That paper, 


like tbe. Tribune, Ailed' a place made foi 
it by Mr. Raymond. The moment he died 
the man who knew the trade, the current, 
the coast, the harbors for wKich the Times 
waa built was nowhere' to 'be found. To 
change its epar» and remodel it* rigging 
was one thing, but Mr. Bigelow was Dot 
the man to know whether the paper oonld 
sail in a quartet-wind with ekysails. Mr. 
Raymond could no longer put his journal- 
iatio aad political character into the 
Times 
We will admit that Mr. Bigelow 


had a well deserved reputation for success 
in literature, and to a certain degree, in a 
sphere in politics. But any aptness of his 
for literature and polities wes not of s 
journalistic kind. 
The-first leader he 


wrote for the Time* showed that his esti- 
mate of journalism was the groundwork of 
his failure. He moralized well enough', 
but bis moralizing showed that be esti- 
mated the position very much aa J. 8. 0. 
Abbott would estimate that of a oom- 
mander-m-ohief—without the practical 
ability to All it. Mr. Lex Afrioanus will 
say that Mr. Raymond being gone, it is 
not possible, and perhaps not desirable, to 
put in his place a man every way his equal 
in hit conception of politics and his adroit- 
ness in journalistic discussion. Yes, but 
any arohitoot will tell yon that it is wrong 
to pat gothio windows on an Italian villa. 
Losing Mr. Raymond's character, the 
Times could not succeed with a lesser man 
in journalutm. Mr. Bigelow waa in no- 
wise his equal. 


In the same spirit which dictated tha 


employment of Mr. Bigelow, eome of the 
quidnuncs have been, prophecring that, 
should1 Mr. Greeley go where all men wlio 
call their brethren liars are in donger'of 
going, Mr. Colfu would be his legitimate 
successor. That is an etror. Mr. Coltu 
is a genial, pleasant man.who understands 
somet hing of politics, and who has edited 
a Western newspaper. But Mr. Colfax'n 
reputation for sceeeas in journalism ought 
not to be established upon Mr. Colfax's 
political reputation. 
If Mr. Colfai were 


established in the Tribune office (Mr. 
Greeley having taken onto himself a 
whiter coat), the fin* thing readers would 
miss would be the telling words compact- 
ly set m tbe column. Mr. Colfaz M not » 
great writer. A popular political speech 
be may make; but newspapers are not 
conducted upon principles of parliament- 
ary law or of platform politics.*^ 


But personal journalism u not necaa> 


eary journalism. Some of the best papers 
America has prodaotd have been noted 
for their connection with a tingle promi- 
nent man. The Jlerald has always studied 
to keep its editor veiled, HO that what the 
editor has done and what bis assistants 
have done betray no personality. So the' 
World hta had several peculiar and re- 
markable pens in its columns (we suppose 
this refer* to Mr. J. C. Oolanuith), but 
unless, one were daily concerned with 
picking out the writers by name he would 
hardly be able to say that Hr. Hnrlbnrt 
wrote suoh an article, or. Mr. Marble tbe 
leader. Tbe London Tuna, the Patt Mali 
QazeUe and other great papers hnvo boen 
conducted on the same plan. What is 
good in such may stand for what it is 
•worth; but the writer is unknown. •

Great fires In the Pennsylva- 


nia Woods.

Nearly every year there are disastrous 


fires in the woods near White Haven, and 
this ia not an exception. For two or three 
weeks there has been considerable fir* and 
much damage done, last Friday, near 
F*wn Run, the fire burst forth with gnat 
fury, driven by a strong northwest wind. 
In a few hours the whole neighborhood 
were out to atop the flames. The East 
Haven school house was burned to the 
ground, and in a few minutes the horns* 
of David Colyer waa also in flames. Hi* 
household goods were only saved by the 
promptest action. The fire ton through 
the woods to the residence of A. Gorrin- 
ger, burning the bouse of John Bchafler, 
with all iU content*. Mr. Gorringer had 
a very nasrow escape. He got his family 
out safely, and returned to gave bis house. 
Alone he battled with the flames until 
completely surrounded. 
Then was no 


possible mode of escape, and bis neigh- 
bors seeing his danger worked hard for 
his deliverance. 


At one time this seemed almost impos- 


sible, but he was saved by the effort* of 
bis devoted friends. HU bam, contain- 
ing a lot of hay, twenty hoshela of pota- 
toes, a carriage, and other things of value, 
was destroyed. _ The fire now swept 
through tha woods towaid Hay's Creek. 
Mr. W. F. Dreialine's house and all its 
contents waa burned to the ground, hi* 
family only escaping with thuir lives. The 
loss falls heavily on Mr. Dfuisline, as he 
is a poor man. The fire crawsd over Hay'a 
Creek and ran toward Hiakory Rn-u It 
has destroyed millions of feet of lumber 
and thousands of cords of wood. C. P. 
Holcomb & Co., Keofc, Chilis & Co., and , 
Albert Lewis, are among ,the heaviest 
losers. It wag only by almost superhuman

Testerctar evening about 6 o'clock, a 
readfnl accident occurred at tbe Emerj, 
Patterson *VOaldwaU wall on the David

At that inatant the oil commenced Rowing 
rom the well, accompanied by a heavy 
olnme of ga», and th* next moment 
iverything within a radius ot fittj feet 
bout the well wa* enveloped in a wall of 
ame extending above the derrick. Tbia 
ash wa* observed by some ot onr citizens, 
distanse of two miles from the well. 
Fortunately, there waJ no one iu the 
errick at that instant, Arm&eld, one of 
he driller*, being in the act of leaving tho 
orrick to escape the rush of oil. Oliver 
Irowa, the foreman carpenter, stood by 
lie land pump reel, examining it; Marsh 
FettUr, Richard Archer and a lad named 
Jiiley, aon of one of the engineers, were 
utaide of the derrick. Some were pros- 
rated by the, explosion, and all imme 
lately enveloped iu flame. Of these, 
(oOraoken, young Bailey, Mettler and 
.roher escaped without serious injuries, 
bongh badly burned. Brown, being pros- 
trated and blinded, was more seriously 
nrned, the physicians fearing that he in- 
aled the name, and is internally injured. 
A messenger wa* at once dispatched to 
lie city, and the members of the firm 
tarted immediately for the scene, aecom- 
anied by Dn. Reno, Barr and Varisrj- 
'hey found the sufferers principally bum 
ed on the exposed parts of the body, and 
>re*orib*d the usual remedies. At mid- 
light they were reported in a favorable 
ondition, with the ixception of Brown, 
who U a great sufferer, but it is hoped no! 
atally injured. 


The other employees of the firm, with 


assistance from neighboring welli, were 
mmediately on the ground and saved the 
ngine and engine house, the derrick and 
contents being entirely destroyed, leaving 
he tools and cable in the well.

ing ton yean. Said bonds shall be free 
from all taxps except State taxes, and in 
no case shall suid Council directly or indi- 
rectly sell, negotiate or in any manner 
dtspohp of th* same at leas than par ; they 
ahall bo signed by the Mayor, ooiinter- 
liifneil by ths Auditor, attested by the 
President of the Council, sealed with the 
city seal, and when thus executed, shall 
bu binding and ebligttory npon the cor- 
poration. 


Tne bonds so issued under and in ac- 


cordance with thif act, shall not be affect- 
ed or limited by the amount of indebted- 
ness of s.iid city now allowed by law.
